Under the law granting a bounty upon hedgehogs 
the selectmen have had presented to them eighty- 
three heads of hedgehogs, for which they have paid 
at twenty-five cents each, amounting to the sum of 
twenty dollars seventy-five cents and for which they 
have been paid from the office of the state treas- 
urer ina like sum. It was found necessary during 
the year to give immediate attention to the bridge 
near William B. Mark’s and upon examination of 
the structure and estimation of the cost of repair it 
was decided to rebuild in a different manner from 
the former style of bridge and put in a piece of 
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stone work to do away entirely with the wooden 
pier upon which the bridge rested and of sufficient 
strength and construction for the support of an iron 
or steel bridge should it in the near future be found 
advisable soto do. This pier as it now is in its 
finished condition forms the eastern abutment of 
the bridge. This abutment is nineteen feet in 
length and joined to a wing wall extending at an 
angle of about forty-five degrees to a boulder situ- 
ate in the bank of the stream and being the north 
east corner of said wing wall. The abutment is four 
feet in thickness at the point where it rests upon 
the bed stones at low water mark and three feet in 
thickness at the top or cap stones and is laid in 
Roslindale cement throughout. The height of the 
bridge has been increased giving fourteen inches 
more water way the entire space than with the old 
structure. The cost of construction of the pier and 
wing wall and raising of west abutment was one 
hundred sixty dollars which was met by the use of 
money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 
The balance from money appropriated for high- 
ways and bridges. For some time it has been con- 
sidered that the tools supplied by the town for use 
in the highway department were not sufficient for 
a profitable use in the repair of our highways, 
especially in the matter of a road machine. 
Through the public spirit of Dr. Dillingham the 
town has been very materially assisted in obtaining 
an up to date machine which has proved most sat- 
isfactory in use thus far and for which the town 
should now make some provision.
